Benn D the great schism lies a long 
history of heresies rising in the East and 
being put down by the Ecumenical Councils, 
always under the authority of the Bishop of 
Rome. head of Christendom. It is a history, 
too, of later misunderstandings and misin- 
terpretations of this “rule from Rome” 
“siving rise to deep-seated ill feelings be- 
tween the two great blocs of Christians. 

From the third century .on, religious 
controversies became inmeshed with con- 
troversies in the entirely distinct fields of 
social relations and politics. With the rise of 
the Byzantine empire, and the gradual de- 
Cline of the empire in the West, the civil 
rulers moved from Rome to Constantinople, 
yet the center of ecclesiastical rule remained 
In Rome. And here the supreme authority 
of the Church remained in spite of one at- 
tempt after another on the part of both 
ecclesiastical and lay leaders to usurp that 
authority for the East or to bend the will 
of the pontiffs to the desire of Byzantine 
rulers. 

The common bond of Ghristianity be- 
tween East and West remained until the 
leventh century when Michael Cerularius, 

atriarch of Constantinople, giving vent to 
personal ambition, aceused the Pope of 


. Peter’s in Rome. This was the seco

} Since that time, the popes have felt 
Keenly the necessity of winning back these 
Eastern Christians to their former unity with 
Rome. They have realized the enormity of 
the task, but they have also known Christ’s 
own command that all should be one flock 
under one shepherd. 


P opr Leo XIII said: “Let not this 
hope (of reunion) be considered Utopian. 
for that were unworthy of Christians. The 
promise of Our Lord must be fulfilled. ‘There 
shall be One Fold and One Shepherd... .’ 
Difficulties there are, but they shall in 
nowise discourage our apostolic zeal and 
charity. It is true that rebellion and es- 
trangement have fostered a deep-rooted dis- 
sent in men’s hearts, but shall this make us 
give up hope? Please God, never!” 

Neither have the popes been unaware of 
the deep feeling Christians in the East have 
for their forms of worship, which are so inti- 
mately bound to their very way of life. 

This ig one of the major difficulties in 
winning back the East. Any move to change 
the form of worship in the Orthodox 
churches would be considered an attack on 
Christianity in the East. They feel as we of 
the Latin Rite would feel if an outsider (for 
to them we are outsiders) should legislate 
for us concerning our form of worship, 
threatening to do away with some of the 
things most dear to us such as the Forty 
Hours Devotion, Holy Hours, or even our 
Latin Rite Mass. 

Here then is the nature of the schism as 
it exists today: in the East, a misunder- 
standing of the Roman Catholic Church, its 
leaders and its members, a misunderstand- 
ing amounting to a fear and mistrust; in the 
West, among many an almost complete lack 
of knowledge and feeling for Eastern Chris- 
tianity, its nature, its origin, its form of 
worship and its relation to Christ’s true 
Church. 


Tue Church points to charity as the 
solution of the problem of reunion with 
Rome.

E OR some reason the feast of the Trans- 
figuration does not mean as much to us as some of 
Our Lord’s other feasts. It is as though His gar- 
ments which “were white as snow” are also as cold 
as snow. His face shone as the sun and the voice 
of His Father thundered from a cloud. The brilliance 
and the roar have blinded and deafened us to the 
meaning of the feast. The transfiguration took place 
on Mt. Thabor. It should be a high spot in our life. 

This feast is one that certainly has to be put in 
exact context. The Evangelists are careful to locate 
it.

which people have relatively few close, in- 
timate contacts, is especially true of the 
family where contacts are as frequent as 
they are intimate. This is why all research 
into happiness in marriage ultimately re- 
duces itself to this statement: marital hap- 
piness depends on the extent and degree to 
which a husband and wife share a common 
yalue system. . gs 

Values are firm, definite convictions 
about morals, customs, the whole way of 
life. Persons who hold conflicting values

in some areas of life can still get along to- 
gether in the business and social world by 
merely avoiding areas of disagreement. 
This is rarely possible or feasible for a 
husband and wife. In marriage many 
questions about the most basic values must 
be faced mutually and, hopefully, re- 
solved mutually. If not, there will be a 
clash of values, consequent disagreement 
and inevitably, at least some serious mari- 
tal maladjustment,

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life she once had. As her family recovered 
its former financial position, this all became 
more marked. Roberta likewise resisted 
visiting his people who constantly remark- 
ed, wondered at and seemed critical of 
Roberta’s expensive tastes. Fortunately, 
two things happened. Bill began to earn a 
rather substantial salary and Roberta 
lowered her sights a bit. Today their ad- 
justment is far from complete but it has im- 
proved. Here is an example of how cross- 
ing social class lines to this extent results 
in marital maladjustment because values 
about the more mundane aspects of life 
are quite different. 

Mary and Tom married across religious 
lines, not class lines. Mary, the non-Catho- 
lic, took the required instructions and 
signed the pre-nuptial agreement. She 
readily observed it for two years. Then a 
girl was born. Arguments over the child’s 
name began it. Why must she be named 
after a saint? Why couldn’t Mary’s brother 
be the godfather? Tom won but at a price. 
After the birth of the third child, birth 
control became an issue. Years of family 
sniping, some very bitter battles and 
threats of divorce wore Tom down. He 
capitulated. Today, Tom is no longer a 
Catholic. His children attend a Protestant 
Sunday school. His family is angry with 
him. His wife secretly seems to regard him 
as a weakling and he, himself, is extremely 
unhappy. Conflicting religious values 
within the family are undoubtedly the most 
difficult to live with and the most difficult 
to resolve. 


T xe most positive approach to con- 
flicting values is prevention. Young men 
and women should try to select as future 
spouses persons of the same religion, and 
individuals of about the same social and 
economic backgrounds. There will still be 
some differences of values because no two 
people ever see eye to eye on everything. 
What is equally important, however, is not 
merely the difference but the degree of dif- 
ference. The degree of difference in other 
matters will usually be somewhat less al- 
though still troublesome. Even two Catho- 
lics who show great variations in their 
fervor may find the area of religion a 
trouble spot. The nominal Catholic, who 
does only what he must do and sometimes 
not even that, may resent a spouse whose 
dedication and devotion to the faith are 
very deep. A sincere Catholic will seek a 
marriage partner who is equally sincere and 
pee those who find themselves in- 
volved in a marriage where conflicting 
values are proving a problem, there is still 
hope. In some areas it Is possible to make 
concessions, to move partway or halfway 
toward the spouse’s position. After all, 


marriage is essentially a process. of moving

His opi- 
ion is, “Confused as the campaign wai, 
the answer to this question, on the basis 
of the evidence, fortunately is in the nega- 
tive.” He also states that “a repetition of 
personalities and issues even remotely like 
the combination that existed in 1928 is 
impossible. Even with significant <iffer- 
ences, however, there is no evidence that 
religious controversy has disappearec 3 
a potentially divisive foree in the political 
life of the United States.” 

Whether or not ome agrees, this book 
serves a double purpose: to review & 
scandalous chapter in our not so distant 
past, and to stir speculation as to the pos- 
sibility of its repetition now.

To implement the wishes of the Church, there are 
today here in the United States a good many priests, sev- 
eral of them graduates of the Pontifical Oriental Institute, 
who are making it their business to see that American 
Catholics become better acquainted with Eastern Chris- 
tianity. 

Orders engaged in this work include the Jesuits, work- 
ing from Fordham University’s Russian Center; Bene- 
dictines with a center at Lyle, Dllinois; Franciscans at New 
Canaan, Connecticut and Sibersville, Pennsylvania, and 
Capuchins, (OFM, Cap.) at Huntington, Indiana. Just re- 
cently in New York, Father John F. Long, S.J. became the 
frst American Jesuit to be ordained in America in the Rus- 
sian Rite. 

Aside from their studies, priests from all these centers 
give lectures and demonstrations throughout the country 
to familiarize American Catholics not only with the difficul- 
ties involved in the reunion of East and West, but to im- 
press upon them that the Latin Rite, to which most Ameri- 
can Catholics belong is definitely not the only one within 
the Catholic Church. 


Another major reason for the intense study and work 
with the Eastern Liturgies is that these priests are pre- 
paring for the day when they will be able to go into Russia 
and work among the Orthodox behind the Iron Curtain. 
They know this day will come, since our Blessed Mother 
promised at Fatima that in the end her Immaculate Heart 
would triumph and the world would see the spiritual 
liberation of Russia. It seems almost providential that the 
Slav-Byzantine Rite celebrated by Russian Catholics is

Today East and West are split because of political, so- 
cial, ethnic and ideological differences, with Russia and her 
satellites walled up from the rest of the world. The di- 
vision is so deep that it’s doubtful whether any political 
negotiations could bring men to a genuine, lasting under- 
standing of each other and each other’s ways of life. 

Only one thing do Eastern and Western civilization 

have in common that could unite them—their common 
Christianity, A peace genuinely built on that Christianity 
could be permanent. : 
_ _ The Barbarian hordes in the early centuries were civil- 
ized by being Christianized, and it is not beyond possi- 
bility that the two great camps in the world today could be 
thoroughly Christianized, thereby harmonized. 

It could well be that the labors of the students of the 
Eastern Rites will find their ultimate fulfillment in the 
unity of Christendom, and in the end of the cold war.

Tue basis of my puzzlement “ee 
statement from the Motion Picture In- 
dustry Council. The group ls @ six-year-old 
organization which, according to its Ex- 
ecutive Secretary is “an organization of 
industry groups representing labor and 
management in which all actions are sub- 
ject to common consent. It was created: to 
serve as a ‘blue ribbon’ body of Hollywood, 
a sort of ‘senate of the cinema’ with broad 

scale representation en- 
abling it to speak and act 
in behalf of the industry’s 
production branches.” 

So far, fine. 

They have done some 
fine work as the “ ‘watch 
dog’ of the industry’s pub- 
lic relations.” They have 
helped offset some of the 
poor publicity a few 
crackpots have given a 
great-industry. For, make 
no mistake, the record 

eo shows the motion picture 
John Fitzgerald industry to be a _ hard- 
working, responsible and generous group— 
it’s the small minority of beetle-brains and 
“quick buck guys” who have given it a 
black eye in most cases. 

But the statement that puzzles me is 
the one I read recently in the New York 
Times. There the M.P.I.C. says: “We be- 
lieve that by implication and inference this 
action by the Legion goes beyond normal 
criticism and spiritual advice, and is a 
form of censorship with the purpose of dic- 
tating and controlling the content of mo- 
tion pictures, contrary to American prin- 
ciples of freedom of thought and expres- 
sion.” 

Whatever caused this outburst? 


Tey put the Columbia release 
Storm Center into a Separate Classifica- 
tion. This is a special category given cer- 
tain films “which, while not morally of- 
fensive, require some analysis and expla- 
nation as a protection to the uninformed 
against wrong interpretations and false 
conclusions.” For instance, the film Martin 
Luther, while not morally harmful, was 
historically and theologically inaccurate— 
and got a Separate Classification. It was 
not rated Morally Objectionable but at- 
tention was called to the fact that viewers 
should be on their guard if they attended 
it. Years ago the films Blockade and Spain 
in Arms offered more preaching than enter- 
tainment and got separate classifications. 
For example, the birth of a baby, while 
certainly not wrong, is certainly not suit- 
able for mass release as an “entertainment 
motion picture” for Saturday afternoon 
trade. 


Still with me? Well, here’s what the 
Legion said about Storm Center: “The 
highly propagandistic nature of this con- 
troversial film (book-burning, anti-com- 
munism, civil liberties) offers a warped. 
oversimplified and strongly emotional solu- 
tion to a complex problem of American 
life. Its specious arguments tend seriously 
to be misleading and misrepresentative by 
reason of an inept and distorted represen- 
tation.” 


Now, lucky for me, I can talk about the 
argument for I haven’t seen the film. I’! 
probably see it soon, but it isn’t the film 
that’s in question here, despite the impres- 
sion given by some. 

The thing I don’t understand is the 
M.P.LC, statement. What “form of censor- 
ship” is it for a group to tell its members 
that it considers a film slanted in treat- 
ment? Any critic or individual would say 
the same were he or she of like opinion. 
That’s freedom of speech. 

I doubt if the Legion is trying to “dic- 
tate and control” the content of motion 
pictures, They aren’t that powerful—or in- 
terested. All they do is to rate the possible 
moral harmfulness of motion pictures. The 
moviemaker can tell the Legion to go jump
